The commoner infelicities of 
married life proceed from petty causes, 
and not the least of these causes is the 
mistake made by women who pique them- 
selves upon their tact and conceive matri- 
mony to be nothing but a protracted 
course of management. 

Hali the women of the world are rea'ly

Average women are rather quicker to

ing his umbrella, or betting on races and 
| elections a little too high, or taking a sec 
| oud glass of liquor, and will think the im. 
plied rebuke has its justification. But a 
whole lecture irritates him. Men rarely 
make this mistake. Their habitual blun- 
der is to under-tone everything—to make 
too hght of Juta’s pew trock and Jouy- 
Niz's symptoms of measles and the way 
| they waste things in the kitchen. That is 
aggravating enough, and shows want ot 
tact on their part also, but it is easier to bear 
For the 
same reason, too, they seldom luce temper 
so quickly, the thing not seeming impor- 
tant enough to be out of temper about 
Women, again, watch more clocely than 
men, and, watching, can speck better, hit 
the sore places when they want to hit 
them much harder, and they place lesg re- 
straint on their power. There are men 
with this faculty in dangerous pertection, 
nervous men, sympatheiic men, who know 
exactly what each word will do, but then 
they are seldom cruel, still seldomer for- 
get the unwritten code which among men, 
but not among women, saves repartee 
from degenerating into insult. The ma- 
jority, however, cannot hit atall. They 
laugh at their wives’ ignorance, who at 
heart are a little proud to be ignorant 
compared with them, or accuse them of 
jealousy, which unless very bitterly done 
is but a rough caress, or say (hey are mean, 
which good women who never think 
themselves mean enough, receive almost 
as praise. The men never by any chance 
try to play suffering angels, the one device 
which strikes almost all women as so 
shrewd, and the use of which of itself 
proves their deficiency in tact. It yields 
victory sometimes, but then every such 
victory is a victory of injustice, and in the 
long run weakens a woman's power. 

Almost all women, as we said, think it 
an absolute Christian duty to “manage” 
the men about them. Sometimes, though 
very rarely, husband and wife arrive at a 
real comprehension of each other, which 
makes all effort at “management” super- 
fluous; and occasionally, though much 
more rarely, a mother contrives by aid of 
her mysterious instinct to acquire the nec- 
essary rapport with ber son on most of the 
relations of life. 

But with these exceptions there is prob- 
ably no woman who in some capacity or 
other, as wife, or daughter, or sweetheart, 


or friend, or servant, is not trying con- 
_ sciously to manage some one man. Some-
